In September 1953 Vaclav Vebr was arrested and sentenced to one month in Jail 
for not fulfilling his deXIverles# The fine he received exceeded the value of 
his property. His farm was therefore confiscated and Joined to the Milavce JZD. 

In May 1953 Jirl S^up was sentenced to two years In Jail for the same reason. 

He was released after the general amnesty, but when he returned home he was 
expelled from his native village# 

(e) All private farmers must take out iuourance with the national Insurance coropany# 
This insurance covers against illness. Injuries, fire and theft# 

(f) Private formers must help each other, loaning workers, machines and horses among 
themselves. The Communists have ordered that no members of a cooperative may help 
a private former. If a kolkhoz member does help a private farmer, he Is liable 

to expulsion from the Communist Party and prosecution under the law.
